JUDtlE IiACY's OPINION. 


The decision of Judge Lacy iu holding 


0. A. Carpenter lo bail, which was ren- 
dered at Lincoln on Saturday, will bo 
read with very general interest. Tho fol- 
lowing is tho full text of Iho opinion: 


This ease is ono of the moot extraordi- 


nary that it linn over boon my duty to ex- 
amine into or try as n judicial olllcor, both 
on account of the enormity ot tho crime 
and tho great mystery that surrounds it. 
It lias nlrondy become notorious from 
ono end of the Union to tho other. Tho 
fact that u young woman some 2'2 yours 
of nge, iu good health, and in (ho prime 
of life and vigor, has been cruelly nud in- 
humanly butchered, first being knocked 
on the head with a bludgeon, and then 
having her throat cut from o.ir to ear for 
no apparent justification, cause or olleuso 
on her part is quite snllioient to and has 
aroused the jiiBt indignation ot all peo- 
ple who love law nnd order nnd abhor 
crime, The inhuman crime took place in 
tho niulst of n people who nro among tho 
most ordei ly and law-abiding in the state. 
To add to the :inturcst which surrounds 
it, the evidence fails to show any motive 
unless it be an attempt to cover up a so- 
cial crime nnd lo shield from exposure 
the guilty author of the deceased girl's 
cruel misfortune. To still add to tho ab- 
sorbing interest, the defendant is a man 
who had uhvays, prior to the time of this 
occurrence, borne nil exceptionally good 
character nnd is tho father of n respected 
family. Thisjfacl shou,d not. howqvor, 
in the least excuse or palliate the crime, 
if it in once pr won in accordance with 
the forms and rccimromontu ot the law. 
It can only bo considered iu tho defend- 
ant's favor when taken into account with 
nil Iho circumstantial evidence in the 
case. 


The hearing of the case bus occupied 


some live days, add iu that time a great 
number of witnchrfes hiivo been examined 
for nud against the defendant, and the 
fullest latitude consistent with the rules 
of law has been given, it being tho ear- 
liest desire to iu rive at the truth. Tho 
picpuiiitiou, management,nnd conduct of 
the case i-lmwH Hint the people of the 
county of Uignn, earnestly desiring the 
punishment of the guilty, have made ev- 
ery dibit in their power to discover the 
evidence necessary to convict tho guilty 
party. In this endeavor the people have 
been moht ellleieiilly aided by the able at- 
torneys for the prosecution and by tho 
cllieient nor\iecn of thcolllcers of the law 
in this county. Detectives liuvo been at 
woik nnd everything him beon done that 
iippnicntl) could he done to shed light 
on the cane and discover the tiiith. Tho 
defendant Imsnlnu been ably defended. 


The evidence in all circumstantial. The 


deed wn'i committed in tho dead of Iho 
night. 
No eye-witnesses can testify to 


having Been the crime committed. Tho 
evidence i-i wholly circumstantial, and 
does not appear to me at; all conclusive 
to show defendant's gulit in doteiuiining 
the i|iiestion before me. The proof nec- 
essary lo sustain a verdict of guilty in 
case ot trial must be considered, us well 
an the rciiuireinents nnd mien of law ns to 
tho degree of proof neeesmiry iu cases 
where it is wholly circumstantial, is that 
the defendant's guilt must bo shown be- 
yond a reasonable doubt. Tho law pre- 
sumes tho defendant innocent until he is 
pnneii guilty by evidence so plain aud 
conclusive that no reasonable doubt re- 
mains. Tho people must provo guilt. It 
cannot be presumed, 
The defendant 


would not bo obliged to show who mur- 
dered tho deceased. It is for tho people 
to show that he did, nud tho proof must 
be so strong that there can be no reason- 
nblo hypothesis consistent with the evi- 
dence upon which innocence can rest. It 
there m, tho defendant should be acquit- 
ted. If there bo such n doubt in the 
case after hearing all tho evidence and 
weighing it fairly nud reasonably, that a 
roiiHonubly prudent man would pause and 
hesitate wore he culled upon to net under 
similar circumstances iu the gnwer tran- 
sactions of life, then the defendant should 
be acquitted. These are some ot the rules 
of law that have been long established 
for the safety of the oitixonH. Though by 
their operation sometimes guilty parties 
escape, yet, ofteuor the innocent nro pro- 
tected, and in general they hiivo been 
found beneficial to society. They nro tho 
law of tho hind, and must bo obeyed. 


In this examination the rules of law by 


which the enso must be linally tried must 
be kept steadily in view, First, in deter- 
mining whether the ease is bailable, and 
next whether the defendant should bo 
hold to bail or discharged. 
Hoi), 7 of Art. 


'J of the Constitution provides "flint nil 
poisons shall bo bailable by uulllciout 
sureties except for capital oll'eimcs where 
the proof is evident or the presumption 
great." After u careful consideration of 
all tlHievuioiiee, I am of the opinion that 
tho guilt, or 1ho defendant is not DO evi- 
dent, according to tho letter and npiiit of 
the Constitution, that bail should be re- 
fused, jet I feel that them in n "probable 
came," according to the inclining of Sec, 
W! of tho criminal code, and shall hold 
tie! dcfendint to bail. 
I think, in view 


of nil the e\i lenee, tho c,ine should be hub- 
milled to the consideration of the grand 
jury. 


1 i hall puipoho'y refrain from dincubs- 


ing the weight and hearing of the evidence 
in detail for tho obvious reason that the 
cane will be imhmitted to the grand jury 
nnd may be tried by a petit jury, and it 
would not bn proper for me, who might

He said the apostles had boon chosen 
from Ihe lower or middle eliinseB, as 
was Iiulher, which made it manifest 
that ho was prompted by God und 
not by man. He was boru Novembir 
l()th, l'18;i, aud was taken to St. Pe 
tor's church a fow days after, in His - 
lebon, and

When six months old his parents 
moved fi'oml'iiHlohen to MauHiield,niid 
aw noon as young Martin wan old 
vuough, ho received the doctrines of 
God. in his early school days ho 
laid the foundation, upon which was 
afterward erected a great building. 
At school ho was always at tho head 
of his clasH, but he often had to beg 
bread on the sire, t for his subsist 
once, llo longed for an educatior, 
and inmle ronmvkuUle progress in his 
studios. In 15lKi he clinoovereil « hi 
bio ou a shelf with other books, and 
rend and r» read the precious book, 
being delighted with its contents. He 
resolveil that he would follow the 
bidding of God, instead of Studying 
law. as hih parent* desired. He spoke 
of the determination of his character, 
and his steadfust refusal to retract 
any ot his writings or sayings.

his death, ho left behind him a monu- 
ment of his worth and work. 
His 


work was not politioal 
or human 


policy, but it was divine policy. It 
was tho work of God. 


liev. J. 1'. Dimmit, pastor of the 


First M. K. church, handled the sub- 
ject, "In What Did the Information 
Consist?" Ho did not think it nec- 
essary to enter into the deeds of his 
life, but ho said Martin Luther's ref- 
ormation was not from political or 
literary principles, bn1: simply a re- 
ligious one.
